If you expect a card in return, you should include a self addressed 
stamped envelope with your card to make it cheap and easy, and 
therefore, likely that the other guy will qsl you. 


If you don't want or need any of the cards, then you don't have to qsl. 
If someone sends you a card and they supply a SASE, then qsl back. If 
they dont, it's your choice whether to qsl or not.

I'm not sure I qualify as a professional but I worked on all the 
above and more for several years and we always use 'Fedron'. 


I'm not sure who makes it but I believe Fedron is a trade name 
and not a specific chemical name for a solvent that likely is a 
mixture of naptha, acetone and possibly toulene. It would 
evaporate quickly, create considerable temperature drop and has 
a low flash point!

I'm not chasing any paper, but I 
do like to get the cards, so for DX, I generally use the bureau, which is a 
lot cheaper, and also tells folks it's OK for them to use the bureau. The 
2-way bureau thing means it will probably take over a year for me to get the 
card back, but since I'm not after paper, that's just fine. Pretty soon now 
I expect to make a focused QRP DXCC run, and for that, I'll buy a lot of 
stamps and IRCs!
